GENERAL KAGAN 


Suspended From the Army F o r Six 
Years. 
Washington, Fob. 8.—The president 
yesterday caused to be promugated the 
sentence in the case of General Charles 
P. Eagan. 
The courtmartial sentence 
was dismissal from the army, and the 
president has commuted this to six 
years’ suspension from duty, 
which 
covers the rem ainder of the time prior 
to General Eagan’s retirement, in Janu­ 
ary, 1905. 
It was stated by the adjutant general 
that General Eagan’s suspension carries 
him to within a few days of his retire­ 
ment, under the ago limit. 
He will be 
rein stated in tame to retire w ith the 
regular rank aud pay provided in such 
cases. 
I ho sentence of suspension, ac­ 
cording to legal officers of the depart­ 
ment, does not deprive General Eagan 
of any part of his pay, but as the sent­ 
ence reads, “ W ithout rank and duty,” 
he loses his allowances, which include 
commutation of quarters, rations and 
his horse allowance. 
This is quite a 
large financial item. 


W ar D epartm ent Has L ittle Inform a­ 
tion -M atter B eing Investigated. 
W ashington, Feb. 8.—Regarding the 
report of a large amount of canned meat 
being condemned at Havana on Monday 
little information wa* obtainable at tho 
war department yesterday. 
It was said

and that reports would have to be await­ 
ed through the regular official channels. 
It was, however, said that ae far back 
as Feb. 8 the commissary department 
h M b e e n notified by Colonel Smith at 
Havana that large amounts of canned 
beef had been reported spoiled.

amination, however, it was found that a 
few caus in several large lots either had 
been rusted through ar broken in han­ 
dling, and the offensive odor arising had 
thrown the whole lot under suspicion. I 
W hen the bad cans were removed it was ! 
said the remainder were found perfectly 
good. 
This explanation, it was thought, 
might apply also to the condemnation 
proceedings Monday. 
It wa* impossible 
to state the source of all the supplies at 
Havana, as the Porto Rican expedition 
was outfitted for 40,000 men, which 
number was afterwards greatly reduced, 
and part of these supplies went to Ha­ 
vana.

Indianapolis, Fob. 8.—The township 
reform bill, w hich had consumed over a 
day and a half of the senate's time on 
second reading, was finally engrossed 
yesterday, after a num ber of minor 
amendments were passed. 
The principal amendment adopted was 
striking out section IO of the printed 
hill, and the substitution of a section 
which provides that when a person has 
been an applicant to the township trus 
tee for aid frequently for two conseeu 
five years, he shall thereafter receive his 
aid from the poor asylum.
